PASTORS’ SUPPORT. 


We learn from the Word of God that “The Laborer is worthy 
of his hire.” 

He who works vigilantly is sure to reap the fruit of his labors. 
God has so arranged that the leader of his flock shall co-labor, 
and the reason some pastors fail of support, is because they do 
not lead their flock by the teaching of God’s Word to understand 


their stewardship in the responsibilities that rest upon them as — 


co-laborers with their pastor, in the faithful discharge of daty, 
they owe their pastor as the under-Shepherd of the Great Shep- 
herd. 
It is the judgment of the committee if pastors were more in- 
terested in advancing the cause of the Chief Shepherd and less 
interested in their own selfish interest they would be better sup- 
ported by their churches. We learn from God’s Word that “The 
Holy Ghost” makes them overseers of the churches of which it is 
their privilege (for we see from this quotation they are servants 
of the “Holy Ghost” to their charges) and if they would not grieve 
the “Holy Spirit” by neglect of service, He who sends the early 
and the late rain, those that are blessed thereby would bless their 
co-laborers with a willingness to divide the profits of these bless- 
ings with him who administers to them in spiritual. affairs. “For 
“the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but spiritual, and 
mighty to the pulling down of the strongholds of satan.”

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


Our State Mission work seems to have been neglected, as we see 
from our State Mission Secretary, that up to August 31st only 
$4,602.54 had been received. Over and over again he has asked 
the question through the Record, has State Missions become a 
back number? 

Let us believe that our people intend to come yet with their 
help ‘to State Missions before the meeting of the Convention at 
Winona in November. ‘ 

Surely our 1357 Baptist Churches in Mississippi with a mem- 
bership of 124,365, will not let the cause of State Missions suffer. 
If the cause of State Missions suffer, the cause of Missions suffer 
abroad. We ought to spend annually $50,000 for State Missions. 
This could be done with great profit to our Redeemer’s cause. 
Many of our strongest churches of today in the State are those 
who have been helped by our State Mission Board. 

A number of weak churches have been enabled to build houses 
of worship and maintain preaching by the help of the Board, 
without which they could not have done either. 

The new lines of rajlroad which are being built, are opening 
up new fields where work may be done that would yield large re- 
sults in the Master’s cause. If we, as Baptists, are not first on 
the field we shall suffer loss. In the Delta, especially the Roman 
Catholics are trying to pre-empt the ground. If we could between 
this and Nov. Ist secure on an average of 25 cents from every 
Baptist in the State we will have secured more than $30,000. Let 
us try as an Association to raise before the meeting of the Con- 
vention in November the little, pitiful sum of $200 suggested by 
our Secretary. This would only be on an average about $7.70 
for each church. Our State Mission work has passed beyond the 
experimental stage,\it is tried and true. Our Board has many 
more calls for help than they have jmoney to respond to.

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REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


Our Home Mission Board rejoiced to make the splendid report 
that they were able to make to the Convention at Louisville last 
May. With a larger number of varied and far-reaching agencies 
than it has ever had before, there is not a single phase of its 
effort which has not been abundantly blessed, so that the general 
record surpasses that of any former yar. Our work in Cuba was 
never before so prosperous. The work*on the frontier of the 
Southwest never yielded such large results, nor presented such an 
opportunity for greater effort. The probability of our entering 
into New Mexico enlarges the trans-Mississippi territory to one 
and five-twelfths times the size of the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. This gives Southern Baptists an unparalleled op- 
portunity to gain an empire for Christ and true Americanism. 
The evangelistic department has proven a great agency in reach- 
ing the lost, and in stimulating evangelistic effort in our churches. 
And in providing an evangelism in which sound doctrine, and re- 
ligious zeal can abide together. , 

In every other sphere of its labors the Board’s activities have 
been blessed, and in notable ways God is opening doors for greater 
and more far-reaching efforts, particularly is this true as relates 
to our work among foreigners who have come to our shores, for 
the strangers who are at our doors there is an pportunity that 
we cannot afford to miss. 

SOME FACTS AND FIGURES. 

As compared with other organizations for the conduct of Home 
Missions, our Home Board has the distinction of getting much 
larger results for the amount of money spent, and as compared 
with its own record in previous years gained notably. The num- 
ber of baptisms reported last year were 25,109, a gain of 2,707 
over the previous year. The number of additions to Mission 
churches were 47,808, a gain of 7,391. The number of churches 
_ organized by our Missionaries were 146, a gain of twelve. The 
number of churches built and improved 368, an increase of 30. 
On the financial side the $283.436 raised, was an increase of 
$35,298 over the previous year. 2 ee 

Mississippi is asked to give $26,000 this year, of which the Zion 
Association is asked to give $150. Surely we ought to do better 
than that. 

Your committee would recommend that we begin the work of ¢.v- 
ing as early as possible,

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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The work of our Foreign Mission Board has been steadily ad- 
vancing from year to year for the past ten years. We have re 
joiced to see its growth and prosperity. The hand of the Lord 
has been with us and many have been turned unto the Lord. 
From year to year as our gifts have been increased, and recruits 
added to our Mission forces, the Lord has increased the number 
of conversions. Until now the number of conversions on the foreign 
field annually run up into the thousands. But what has been 
done is only a prophesy of what can'be done, and should be done. 
When we think of the appalling fact that so many of our churches 
in this blest Southland, favored with the glorious gospel of life 
and salvation, absolutely doing nothing toward giving the gospel 
to the lost of earth, we are made to bow our faces in shame that 
we have been so ungrateful and so disobedient to our Lord’s last 
command. And then added to this great list of non-contributing 
churches are hundreds of thousands of members in those churches 
that contribute something, who never give a cent. .But few of our 
churches, if any, give like they ought to; ‘and only those who are 
sending the gospel abroad are being blest at home. 

Our work for last year showed a:handsome increase over the 
preceding year, and we came out without any debt, but our Board 
could have spent as much more with great profit to the cause 
and to God’s glory. The work this year has been laid out upon 
an enlarged basis, and let us hope and pray and give liberally 
that the mark set by the Convention at Louisville may be reached. 

Mississippi is asked to give $36,000 against a little more than 
$35,000 last year. Of this amount the Zion Association is only 
asked for three hundred. Surely we must give that. Let the 
churches of blest old Zion Association awake to our duty and 
make the best record of our seventy-four years of history.

REPORT ON MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE. 


Mississippi College, the Baptist institution of the State, is 
jocated at Clinton, Miss. Its history while under the auspices 
of the Baptist denomination stretches across the lapse of a half 
century and more; the record of which bears the names of those 
great characters who have helped to make this American Nation 
the brightest Christian star in the great constellation of civilized 
countries. 

The college is today doing the most effectual work both for man 
and for Christ of all her. history. This fact is evidenced by the 
recent erection of Jinnings Hall and the new Preparatory Hall 
at a cost of $80,000. The session of 1908 and 1909 shows an en- 
rollment of about 450 students, 65 of whom are young ministers, 
and through the kind and benevolent Ministerial Board are being 
well prepared to go forth from those college walls to do battle for 
the cause of Christ. The session in question, was one marked with 
orderly conduct and efficient work. The absolute harmony that 
exists between the able and efficient faculty and the manly stu- 
dent body makes this institution fulfill her motto of truth and 
virtue. 

When the authorities perfect the new Science Hall next spring 
at a cost of about $75,000 and with already the best Dormitory 
in the State, we may look for greater things of the college. Un- 
der the wise and judicious management of the noble President, Dr. 
W. T. Lowry, this college is destined to do a grander work for 
the cause of humanity and for the cause of God.

ORPHAN’S HOME. 


In order to render more efficient service we have written to 
Bro. Carter knowing he could state the facts more plainly and 
forcibly, which he did in a circular letter given below, in which 
he has given us all the information necessary to enlist our sym- 
pathy, and our help, our prayers and our money. 

Claiming to be God’s children we can withhold neither since 
we, and all we possess belong to Him. 

We are only stewards in His vineyard and must render an ac- 
count for the things placed in our care, and this work of caring 
for helpless orphan children, how it should appeal to all our 
hearts! A noble beautiful work! A work that bears the stamp of 
God’s approval. How it should appeal to every father’s heart, 
and enlist the most hearty co-operatior of every christian mother. 

Below is the circular letter preparéd by Bro. Carter, which is 
intended to take the place of this report. 
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The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Mississippi is 
an Institution belonging to the Baptist of Mississippi; and sup- 
ported wholly by voluntary contributions. The object of its es- 
tablishment and maintenance is, to furnish a home, nurture, : and 
training for the homeless, and helpless children. It has been in 
successful operation for twelve years. During this time it has 
passed through trials and struggles incident to institutions of this 
kind; but through them all it ha@$ been upheld by a liberal, loyal 
and loving people, who have been cheerful and generous in its 
support. 

We have accumulated property “in houses and lands” to the 
amount of $100,000. We are prepared, by crowding, to care for 
200 children. We have in our home at present 181 with several 
outstanding applications. 

Since its establisment nearly 400 children have been in our home 
for a longer or shorter time, and have received its benefits to a 
greater or less degree. 

It is the purpose of the home to train these children in the 
practical art of home making and home keeping to such a degree 
that they will make good citizens, and ikea bread winners. 

Those to whom the management of our’ home is committed are 
doing faithful work, in the matter of training the children for 
usefulness; and are so directing their labor, that the children 
themselves are contributing largely to their own support. 

The demands upon our home are daily increasing, and if we 
meet them, we shall have to build at once, as the room that we 
now have is nearly all taken. ‘ 

We have enlarged our dining room and chapel this summer, but 
we are sadly in need of more bed room, and school room. 

Let our people rally to our home with their money, and with 
their prayers, and thus constantly increase its usefulness.

The importance of Ministerial education is based upon the 
Scripture; 2 Timothy, 2-15: “Study to show thyself approved 
unto God a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.”

lst Timothy, 3-2: A bishop then must be blameless, the husband 
of one wife, vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given to hospital- 
ity, apt to teach. How can the uneducated teach? 

If we want to make a lawyer, doctor, or school teacher we edu- 
cate them along these lines. How much more important than 
that they, who teach’ Spiritual things, be thoroughly trained. 

Second reason why we believe in ministerial education: 

The masses of our people are being educated as never before. 

This increased intelligence and educational influence has cre- 
ated a demand for more thoroughly equipped ministers. Above 
all men the preacher needs to'be intelligent. We urge first 
that any young man who feels his duty to give his life to this 
great work, to remember that God gives man an untrained and 
undeveloped mind. He gives him a mind untrained and calls 
upon him to secure the highest development and training possible, 
and if possible, a course of study to be taken at Mississippi Col- 
lege and Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. We urge sec- 
ond, upon our chuches, the importance of contributing to minis- 
terial education. God has set his seal of approval upon this work 
in the past. 

Mississippi College and our Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary open wide their doors to every young man called to preach 
the gospel. . 

Let us see to it that every worthy young man who desires to 
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do so, has the opportunity to study in one or both of these great 
institutions.
